New Dispute 


By BEN F. MEYER 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Communist world found itself 
embroiled today in a new and 
bitter dispute which could have 
far-reaching repercussions. 


The new controversy centers 


around a chage by Communist 
China that Cuba's Pime Minis- 
ter Fidel Castro lied in saying 
Peking refused to carry out a 
plan to barter rice for Cuban 
sugar. 


But deeper than ,a trade 


dispute is the real cause of the 
controversy — the Peking-Mos- 
cow struggle for leadership of 
the Communist world and the 
timing of the current disagree- 
ment. 


One immediate effect of the 


Peking-Havana quarrel could be 
an internal struggle at the

particularly since Cuba has an 
official mission now in Peking 
to present his viewpoint. 


3. Castro's timing in attacking 


a sister nation on the eve of the 
Havana conference gives broad 
reasons to suspect the sincerity 
of his motives. 


Observers here are watching 


the new controversy closely. 
They wonder if North Viet 
Nam's Hanoi regime will be 
able to keep on playing it cozy 
with both Moscow and Peking 
as Castro tried to do.

Save Self 
When Ship 
Sinks 


LONDON (AP) - A few quick 


brandies 
before 
abandoning a 


sinking ship may increase 
a 


sailor's chances of survival, ac- 
cording to Dr. W.R. Keatinge, 
professor of medicine at Oxford 
University. 


Dr. Keatinge makes this ob- 


servation in a report published 
in the December 1965, "British 
Medical Journal" on the causes 
of death after the sinking of the 
liner "Lakonia" off the Portu- 
guese 
coast 
two years 
ago. 


He found that up to 113 of the 


124 
passengers 
and 
crewmen 


who died lost their lives due to 
hypothermia — the loss of body 
heat 
when immersed 
in cold 


water. 


Almost all the deaths were 


among the 150 to 200 people left 
on board the ship after ail the 
lifeboats 
were 
filled. 
These 


people spent from seven to 15 
hours in 63-degree water. 


Before fire had forced everyone 


to abandon the ship, alcoholic 
drinks were available at the bar, 
Dr. Keatinge said. One survivor 
reported havingseveral brandies. 


"Alcohol may have helped," 


he said, for "even in substantial 
amounts, it does not appreciably 
increase the heat loss of people 
in cold water though it greatly 
reduces their discomfort." 


Dr. Keatinge found that most 


of those who died had vomited 
heavily — presumably from sea- 
sickness - increasing the rate of 
heat loss. 


And despite their wearing life 


jackets, many were drowned by 
waves 
after 
hypothermia 
had 


caused helplessness or uncon- 
sciousness. 


Many wore few or no clothes, 


although experiments show that 
clothingcan provide considerable 
tjisulaiion against cold water. 


Many of those thrown into the 


water mistakenly tried to keep 
warm by swimming. 


Experiments have shown, Dr. 


Keatinge said, that 
after 
20 


minutes in the water, "exercise 
invariably increases the rate at 
which body temperature falls." 


Finally, the average age of a 


sample of survivors was 47 years 
while 
the 
average 
age 
of a 


sample of dead passengers was 
almost 61 years. 


"There is evidence that old 


people have less ability to in- 
crease heat production and per 
haps to decrease heat loss than 
younger people do,"Dr. Keatinge 
said.
